Thero is hardly a town on the coast, 
in which Chinese lotteries do not exist, 
either as a local affair, or.as one of the 
agencies of large lotteries of the kind in 
Son Francisco. The.tickets are square 
slips of paper, on which aro. printed 
eighty letters, these letters being the 
last in’ the: Chinese first. reader, or 
“Gin Chee Cho,” as itis called. These 
tickets are for sale at all of the Chinese 
stores, and can be purchased for ony 


price from ten cents to two dollars, the |: 


amount of the prize drawn: depending 
upon the price paid. for. the ticket. 

hen the ticket is bought the purchaser 
chooses ten letters on. it; by. marking 
them out with’s pen, and upon these 
ten his chances depend. The drawing 
ia conducted asfollows: Eighty square 
slips of paper, each. bearing one of the 
letters upon the tickets, are pasted -b;
